Spoke  Before  500,006  _ 

Father  Cardinal,  who  has 
spoken  to  more  than  504,000  sol- 
diers  and  sailors  since  he  ^started 
his  tour  18  months  ago  for  the 
inter-faith  lecture  series,  has  been 
well  received  at  the  post— his 
third  appearance  here. 

Professor  of  history  at  Loyola 
University,  Chicago,  Father  Card- 
inal has  written,  several  books 
and  articles  on  Catholic  history. 
He  expects  to  return  to  Loyola 
oh  July  1,  1946  and  will  devote 
the  next  six  months  to  the  mter- 
faith  lectures.  - . ' 

The  priest  was  educated  at  the 

University  of  .Illinois  and  served 
as  a'  research  assistant  m the  se- 
cret archives  of' the  Vatican- from 
1930  to  1932.  ‘He  was  named  pro- 
fessor of  history  at  Loyola  in  1938 
and  will  return  to  that  positoon. 

Dr.  Adkins  is  a native  of  Louis- 
ville, Ky.  He  received  his  bache- 
lor of  arts  degree  at  Wesleyan  in 
1928  and  won  his  masters  degree 
at  George  Washington  the  follow- 
ing^year.  Four  years  later  he 
■'  won  his . doctorate  at  Duke  and 
then  spent  a year  at  Oxford  in  . 
England.  . 

'In  1935  Dr.  Adkins -was  given 
the  pastorate  of -St.  Mark’s  Meth- 
odist church  in  Atlanta  axid  re- 
mained there  five  years  before 
transferring  to  the  Dauphin  Way 
Methodist  church  in  Mobile. 

Rabbi  Pastor  has  had  his  <?wn 
congregation"  in  Peoria,  111.,  since 
he  was  ordained  in  1935  by  He- 
— brew  Union  College  of  Cincinnati. 

A native  of  Cincinnati,  Rabbi 
Pastor  attended  grade  and  high 
schools  there  and  graduated  from 
-the  University  of  Cincinnati  with 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors  m 1333. 
He  - was  ordained  in  1935  after  , 
taking  seminary  training  concur-: 
rently  with  his  college  studies.
